HISTORICAL  NOTES. 


1839.  By  a  resolution  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
the  7th  of  March,  1838,  the  Commissioners  of  Public  Schools 
were  requested  to  establish  a  High  School  "in  which  the  higher 
branches  of  English  and  classical  literature  only  should  be 
taught."  This  resolution  was  promptly  carried  into  effect. 
The  school  was  organized  about  the  20th  of  October  of  that 
year  (Nathan  C.  Brooks,  A.  M.,  Principal),  and  was  at  first 
known  simply  as  the  High  School. 

In  1848  the  Eastern  and  Western  High  Schools  having  in  the 
meantime  been  established,  this  school  was  denominated  the 
Central  Pligh  School  of  Baltimore. 

In  1851  (Francis  Waters,  D.D.,  Principal),  "it  was  deter- 
mined to  reorganize  the  school  upon  a  new  plan  upon  its  open- 
ing in  September.  This  reorganization  consists  principally  in 
dividing  the  course  of  study  into  distinct  departments,  and 
adopting  a  new  order  of  exercises,  and  new  regulations  with 
reference  to  discipline.  Each  instructor  is  allotted  to  a  par- 
ticular department,  and  all  students  in  the  school  receive  in- 
struction from  him  in  the  studies  of  that  department." — (School 
Report,  185 1,  p.  17.)  The  first  Public  Day  for  conferring  the 
honors  of  the  school  was  observed  November  27,  185 1. 

In  the  autumn  of  1858  (Thomas  D.  Baird,  Principal),  under 
authority  of  an  ordinance  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council,  the 
Board  of  Commissioners  of  Public  Schools  arranged  with  the 
Trustees  of  the  Peabody  Institute  for  the  annual  distribution 
of  the  prizes  under  the  Peabody  foundation,  and  the  prizes  were 
accordingly  first  awarded  July  22,  1858. 


By  an  ordinance  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council,  approved 
October  5,  1866,  the  name  of  the  school  was  changed  to  The; 
Baltimore;  City  Coix^Qt. 

In  1877  the  course  of  study  was  extended  from  four  to  five 
years. 

In  the  spring  of  1900  the  Board  of  School  Commissioners 
passed  an  order  that  students  entering  the  City  College  in  Sep- 
tember, 1900,  and  thereafter,  should  receive  certificates  of  grad- 
uation upon  the  satisfactory  completion  of  an  approved  curricu- 
lum.

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PROGRAM  OF  STUDIES 

FOR 

BALTIMORE  CITY  COLLEGE. 


The  program  of  studies  for  the  Baltimore  City  College  is 
constructed  to  accomplish  the  following  purposes : 

1.  To  furnish  pupils  whose  school  life  will  end  with  the 
secondary  school  a  sound  fundamental  education. 

2.  To  give  those  who  mean  to  devote  themselves  to  teach- 
ing in  the  elementary  schools  the  proper  general  training  pre- 
paratory to  the  special  course  in  the  Teachers'  Training  School. 

3.  To  afford  those  who  seek  it  special  preparation  for  enter- 
•    ing  college. 

To  attain  these  ends,  carefully  planned  courses  of  study  are 
offered  in  English  literature  and  composition ;  in  other  lan- 
guages and  literatures  ;  in  mathematics  ;  in  science  ;  in  history ; 
in  commercial  branches ;  in  drawing,  and  in  physical  culture. 
According  as  the  pupil  follows  one  or  another  of  the  three  lines 
of  instruction  named  above,  his  curriculum  will  be  formed 
agreeably  to  the  rules  hereinafter  provided. 

Furthermore,  this  program  of  studies  permits  differences 
in  the  capacity  and  health  of  pupils  to  be  considered.  Those  of 
good  health  and  unusual  ability  will  be  enabled  to  complete  a 
curriculum  in  less  time  than  those  whose  health  and  capacity 
require  them  to  proceed  more  slowly.

Description  of  the  Courses  in  Each  Department. 

In  English  four  full  years'  instruction  is  provided,  including 
grammar,  composition  and  literature,  and  the  first  three  years' 
work  is  required  of  every  pupil.  These  courses  are  constructed 
with  two  ends  in  view : 

(a)  To  train  every  pupil  to  write  the  English  language 
clearly,  easily  and  correctly,  and,  incidentally,  to  train  him  in 
the  art  of  correct  oral  utterance.  This  object  is  secured  by  the 
use  of  text-books,  translation,  dictation,  composition,  declama- 
tion and  reading  aloud. 

(b)  To  arouse  in  the  pupil  an  appreciation  of  good  litera- 
ture, and  to  acquaint  him  with  the  outlines  of  its  history.  This 
end  is  to  be  reached  by  studying  in  the  class  and  privately  a 
considerable  number  of  writings  from  the  best  authors,  English 
and  American. 
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In  the  foreign  languages  provision  is  made  for  four  years 
of  Latin,  three  years  of  German,  three  years  of  Greek,  three 
years  of  French,  and  two  years  of  Spanish.  Of  these  lan- 
guages every  pupil  must  take  at  least  one,  and  pursue  it  not  less 
than  two  years. 

In  mathematics  four  years'  instruction  is  provided.  The 
sequence  of  subjects  is  algebra,  plane  geometry,  solid  geometry, 
trigonometry,  advanced  algebra,  analytic  geometry.  Of  these 
four  courses  the  first  two  years'  work  is  required  of  all  pupils. 
In  the  second  year,  however,  commercial  arithmetic  may  be 
substituted  for  geometry. 

In  science  provision  is  made  for  four  courses,  each  covering 
not  less  than  a  year's  work.  Here  students  of  a  distinctly 
scientific  aptitude  may  follow  in  succession  the  study  of  physical 
geography  and  botany,  zoology,  physics  and  chemistry.  In  the 
two  subjects  last  named  work  may  be  taken  for  two  years.  All 
pupils  must  take  at  least  one  year  of  science ;  and  many,  though 
not  pursuing  all  the  courses,  may  yet  continue  their  science 
study  for  more  than  one  year. 

In  history  four  courses  are  provided.  In  the  first  year  the 
subject  is  Ancient  History,  with  especial  reference  to  the 
Greeks  and  Romans.  In  the  second  year  the  student  passes 
into  Mediaeval  History,  with  especial  reference  to  the  emergence 
of  modern  European  States.  In  the  third  year  will  come  a 
close  study  of  the  History  of  England.  In  the  fourth  year 
there  will  be  a  five-period  course  of  American  history  and 
civics.     Every  pupil  must  take  at  least  one  year  in  history. 

After  the  first  year  is  successfully  completed,  the  student 
who  intends  to  pursue  a  commercial  career  will  have  open  to 
him  a  special  group  of  studies.  These  studies  will  furnish  a 
general  training  in  English,  mathematics,  history,  science,  and 
German,  as  well  as  instruction  in  book-keeping,  commercial 
arithmetic,  commercial  geography,  history  of  commerce,  com- 
mercial law,  political  economy,  stenography  and  typewriting. 

Drawing  and  physical  culture  form  a  part  of  the  regular  work 
of  each  year. 
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Typical  Curriculums  Made  from  the  Studies  Offered. 

Below  some  typical  curriculums  are  worked  out,  show- 
ing how,  from  the  general  program  of  studies,  the  pupil 
is  guided  to  attain  his  particular  end  in  attending  the  Col- 
lege. Nos.  i,  2  and  3  are  good  curriculums  for  pupils  going 
directly  from  the  college  into  the  business  of  life.  With 
some  modifications  any  one  of  these  curriculums  will  fit  pupils 
for  the  Teachers'  Training  School.  Latin  may  be  added  if 
desired.  Nos.  4  and  5  are  arranged  for  the  pupils  preparing 
for  college,  taking  Greek  or  the  German  and  French  equivalent 
of  Greek.  No.  6  is  the  specifically  commercial  curriculum  open 
to  any  pupil  who  has  successfully  completed  his  first  year.

Rules  for  the  Administration  of  the  Program  of  Studies. 

A  complete  curriculum  shall  consist  of  150  credits,  five 
credits  to  be  given  for  a  study  pursued  successfully  five  times 
a  week  for  one-half  year,  and  proportional  credits  for  studies 
pursued  less  than  five  times  a  week.  Of  this  total  of  150 
credits  at  least  134  credits  must  be  made  in  the  first  five  groups 
of  studies  on  the  program.  In  estimating  credits  in  the  unpre- 
pared studies,  periods  of  work  are  counted  at  one-half  value 
of  those  devoted  to  prepared  subjects. 

Pupils  must  carry  through  every  half-year  work  representing 
not  less  than  eighteen  nor  more  than  twenty-three  credits. 
Exception  from  this  rule  will  be  granted  only  upon  considera- 
tions of  health  and  the  scholarship  record  of  the  pupil  during 
the  preceding  half-year. 

Whenever  a  pupil  or  class  of  pupils  shall  have  completed  a 
course  in  any  subject  in  less  time  than  is  regularly  assigned  to 
that  subject,  such  pupil  or  pupils  shall  receive  the  full  benefit 
of  the  time  saved ;  but  whenever  pupils  take  more  than  the  cus- 
tomary time  to  complete  a  course  of  study,  such  additional  time 
will  not  be  credited  toward  the  completion  of  the  curriculum. 
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No  credit  will  be  given  for  a  study  which  would  generally 
occupy  a  year  until  such  study  is  completed. 

Pupils  will  not  be  allowed  to  take  a  study  which  is  a  natural 
sequence  of  one  that  has  not  been  successfully  completed. 

No  foreign  language  will  be  credited  for  less  than  two  years. 

Before  taking  any  subject  of  Group  5  a  pupil  must  have 
been  in  attendance  at  least  one  year. 

Pupils  desiring  to  enter  the  Teachers'  Training  School  shall, 
in  making  their  credits,  always  include  the  following  courses  : 
Three  courses  in  English,  two  courses  in  a  foreign  language, 
two  courses  of  history  (one  of  which  shall  be  American  history 
and  civics),  two  courses  in  mathematics,  two  courses  in  science, 
and  two  courses  in  drawing  and  physical  culture.  A  course  in 
any  subject  is  a  full  year's  work  pursued  the  full  number  of 
periods  per  week  indicated  on  the  program  of  studies. 

Opportunities  may  be  given  for  preparation  for  any  college 
or  technical  school,  if  a  desire  for  such  preparation  is  made 
known  at  the  beginning  of  the  high  school  course. 

Three  years  of  English,  two  years  of  a  foreign  language,  two 
years  of  mathematics,  one  year  of  history,  one  year  of  science, 
and  two  years  of  drawing  shall  be  constants  in  every  curricu- 
lum. 

The  other  subjects  taken  during  each  half-year  to  fill  up  the 
quota  of  studies  shall  have  the  approval  of  the  principal. 

In  recording  and  reckoning  the  application  and  scholarship 
of  pupils,  the  daily  marking  system  will  not  in  general  be  used, 
though  it  may  be  permitted  by  the  principal  as  a  special  conve- 
nience in  particular  subjects. 

The  results  of  frequent  examinations  occupying  the  time  of 
a  single  period,  taken  with  the  judgment  of  the  teacher  upon 
the  pupil's  daily  work,  shall,  on  the  approval  of  the  principal, 
constitute  the  basis  upon  which  proficiency  is  reckoned  and  pro- 
motion is  made. 

When  a  curriculum  is  completed  the  pupil  will  be  entitled  to 
a  diploma,  accompanied  by  a  certificate,  which  shall  show  the 
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studies  successfully  pursued  and  the  length  of  time  devoted  to 
each.  Credits  earned  in  excess  of  the  requirement  will  be 
recorded  on  the  certificate. 

Pupils  who  shall  have  successfully  pursued  a  full  quota  of 
studies  for  one  or  more  years  may,  at  the  close  of  any  year,  if 
leaving  the  school,  receive  a  certificate  stating  the  studies  taken 
and  the  time  devoted  to  each. 

Whenever  the  number  of  pupils  taking  a  subject  in  any  class 
(except  the  graduating  class)  shall  fall  below  fifteen,  such  sub- 
ject shall  be  discontinued. 

The  maximum  number  of  pupils  in  any  class  shall  not  exceed 
forty,  except  under  extraordinary  circumstances. 

The  minimum  number  for  forming  a  class  in  any  subject 
shall  be  for  the  first  year,  thirty;  for  the  second  year,  twenty- 
five  ;  for  the  third  year,  twenty,  and  for  the  fourth  year,  fifteen. 
Pupils  of  any  year  may,  if  the  schedule  of  recitations  permits, 
pursue  subjects  assigned  for  a  lower  class,  but  not  those  of  a 
higher  one. 

Parents  or  g-uardians  will  be  informed,  as  occasion  may  arise, 
when  pupils,  by  reason  of  a  lack  of  health,  capacity,  application, 
or  from  other  cause,  are  not  doing  satisfactory  work;  and  in 
such  cases  a  request  may  be  made  for  a  conference,  for  the 
purpose  of  lessening  the  number  of  the  pupil's  studies,  of  chang- 
ing them,  or  in  other  ways  arranging  the  work  to  make  the 
school  profitable  to  the  pupil. 


DETAILS  OF  THE  VARIOUS  COURSES. 

English. 

The  course  includes  the  study,  both  through  literature  and 
by  practice,  of  the  rhetorical  forms  of  discourse,  emphasizing, 
in,  the  first  year.  Narration ;  in  the  second,  Description ;  in  the 
third,  Exposition.  In  the  fourth  year  Argument  and  Per- 
suasion are  taught,  together  with  a  review  of  the  topics  pre- 
viously studied. 
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During  the  entire  course  three  hours  each  week  are  given  to 
literature  and  composition  concurrently,  and  one  hour  each 
week  to  composition  exclusively. 

The  work  is  arranged  as  follows : 

FIRST  YEAR. 

Literary  Forms :  The  Story  in  prose  and  verse.  Literary 
Texts :  Irving's  Sketch  Book ;  Whittier's  Snow  Bound,  etc. ; 
Hawthorne's  Tales  of  the  White  Hills ;  Scott's  Ivanhoe ;  Poe's 
Poems  and  Tales ;  Lowell's  Vision  of  Sir  Launfal.  History  of 
American  Literature. 

Composition :  Narration  and  Description,  with  the  emphasis 
on  the  former. 

SECOND   YEAR. 

Literary  Forms  :  The  Novel  and  the  Ballad.  Literary  Texts  : 
Goldsmith's  Deserted  Village,  and  Vicar  of  Wakefield ;  Scott's 
Lady  of  the  Lake;  Coleridge's  Ancient  Mariner;  George  Eliot's 
Silas  Marner;  Hawthorne's  House  of  Seven  Gables. 

History  of  English  Literature  since  Pope. 

Composition :  Narration  and  Description,  with  the  emphasis 
on  the  latter. 

THIRD  YEAR. 

Literary  Forms  :  The  Lyric  and  the  Essay.  Literary  Texts  : 
Palgrave's  Golden  Treasury  of  Lyrics ;  Milton's  Minor  Poems ; 
Macaulay's  Essays  on  Johnson  and  Addison ;  Carlyle's  Essay 
on  Burns ;  Addison's  Sir  Roger  De  Coverly  Papers ;  Lamb's 
Elia;  Shakespeare's  Julius  Csesar. 

History  of  English  Literature :  Age  of  Milton  and  the 
Eighteenth  Century. 

Composition  devoted  mainly  to  Exposition  and  Argument. 

FOURTH  YEAR. 

Literary  Forms  :  The  Epic  and  the  Drama.  Literary  Texts  : 
Tennyson's  Idylls  of  the  King;  Arnold's  Sohrab  and  Rustum; 
Shakespeare's  Merchant  of  Venice  and  Macbeth ;  Thackeray's 
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Henry  Esmond ;  Howell's  The  Rise  of  Silas  Lapham ;  Washing- 
ton's Farewell  Address ;  Webster's  Bunker  Hill  Oration. 

A  sketch  of  the  whole  history  of  English  Literature  is  at- 
tempted, dwelling  especially  upon  the  Elizabethan  Age. 

Composition :   A  review  of  the  four  kinds  of  discourse. 

Note.— Contemplated  changes  in  the  English  Course  will  appear  in 
the  next  Register. 


German. 

This  subject  begins  in  the  second  year  of  the  school.

Extra  work :  International  correspondence  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  instructor. 
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French. 

This  subject  is  begun  in  the  second  year  of  the  school. 

FIRST  YEAR. 

Study  of  the  essential  features  of  French  Grammar  in  con- 
junction with  reading  of  easy  French  prose;  themes  and  oral 
exercises ;  careftd  practice  in  pronunciation ;  reading  at  sight. 

SECOND  YEAR. 

Reading  of  standard  French  authors  of  the  nineteenth  cen- 
tury ;  a  course  in  French  syntax ;  composition ;  oral  exercises 
and  practice  in  pronunciation ;  written  reports  in  French  of 
books  read.  This  course  is  intended  to  fit  students  for  reading 
French  poetry  and  prose  with  ease. 

THIRD  YEAR. 

Survey  of  French  Grammar ;  exercises  in  writing  and  speak- 
ing French;  a  critical  study  of  representative  authors  of  the 
nineteenth  century  and  of  the  masterpieces  of  the  great  classic 
writers ;  reading  of  a  few  selected  passages  from  old  French ; 
written  reports  in  French  of  books  read ;  study  of  French  litera- 
ture, particularly  of  the  period  that  each  author  represents. 
This  course  is  intended  to  impart,  in  concise  form,  a  knowledge 
of  the  French  language  and  literature  from  their  origin  to  the 
present  day. 


Latin. 

FIRST  YEAR.

SECOND  YEAR. 

Allen  &  Greenough's  Caesar,  five  books ;  Allen  &  Greenough's 
Grammar;  a  weekly  lesson  in  Latin  prose.

Seymour's  Greek  prose  composition  from  Jones'  text;  Good- 
win's Grammar. 


Spanish. 

This  language  is  offered  in  the  third  and  fourth  years,  four 
hours  a  week. 

In  the  first  year  of  the  course,  grammar,  pronunciation,  ele- 
ments of  syntax,  reading  of  easy  standard  prose,  and  exercises, 
both  oral  and  written,  constitute  the  work. 

In  the  second  year  the  student  is  carried  further  afield  in  the 
studies  begun  in  the  first.  To  these  are  added  conversation, 
and  reports,  written  in  Spanish,  of  books  read. 
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Mathematics. 

FIRST  YEAR. 

First  and  Second  Term. — Fisher  &  Schwatt's  Secondary 
Algebra.  The  work  embraces  inequalities,  indeterminate  equa- 
tions, involution,  evolution,  surds,  imaginary  quantities,  doctrine 
of  exponents,  quadratic  equations,  ratio,  proportion,  variation, 
arithmetical,  geometrical  and  harmonical  progression,  binomial 
theorem  for  positive  integral  exponents,  permutations  and  com- 
binations, undetermined  coefficients,  and  the  principles  and 
properties  of  logarithms  with  exercises  illustrating  their  use. 

SECOND  YEAR. 

First  Term. — Wentworth's  Plane  Geometry.  Books  I  to  V, 
including  exercises  in  construction  and  loci,  original  theorems 
for  demonstration,  and  problems  involving  the  principles  in  the 
text.     Frequent  written  work  is  required. 

Careful  attention  is  given  to  direct  the  student  in  his  efforts 
to  discover  a  proof  and  to  train  him  in  the  best  methods  of 
attacking  and  solving  geometrical  exercises. 

The  limitations  of  elementary  geometry  are  pointed  out  that 
the  student  may  realize  the  necessity  for  the  higher  branches 
of  mathematics. 

Second  Term. — Wentworth's  Solid  Geometry.  Books  VI, 
VII  and  VIII.  In  the  geometry  of  space  the  student  is  re- 
quired to  draw  on  the  board  accurate  diagrams  of  the  half-tone 
engravings  in  the  book  and  a  spherical  blackboard  is  used  in 
connection  with  the  geometry  of  the  sphere.  Original  exercises 
are  continued. 

Throughout  the  study  of  geometry  great  emphasis  is  placed 
on  all  propositions  having  a  practical  value  that  the  student  may 
acquire  facts  and  principles  likely  to  be  of  use  in  subsequent 
life.  To  this  end  the  demonstrations  are  enforced  by  an  abun- 
dance of  numerical  exercises. 
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THIRD  YEAR. 

(a)  Wentworth's  Plane  Trigonometry.  The  measurement 
of  angles ;  the  functions  of  acute  angles ;  geometrical  represen- 
tation of  functions ;  solution  of  the  right  triangle ;  logarithmic 
and  trigonometric  tables;  goniometry;  derivation  of  formulas; 
the  inverse  notation,  and  problems  involving  the  right  triangle ; 
graphic  representation  of  the  trigonometric  functions ;  deriva- 
tion of  formulas ;  solution  of  the  oblique  triangle ;  the  area  of 
a  triangle ;  transformations ;  trigonometric  equations ;  miscel- 
laenous  exercises  and  problems. 

(b)  Fisher  &  Schwatt's  Quadratics  and  Beyond.  The  topics 
discussed  are  variables  and  limits,  interpretation  of  solutions, 
infinite  series,  binomial  theorem  for  any  rational  exponent, 
roots  of  arithmetical  numbers  by  binomial  theorem,  exponen- 
tial equations,  logarithmic  equations,  continued  fractions,  inter- 
polations, the  exponential  series,  the  logarithmic  series,  compu- 
tation of  logarithms,  graphic  representation  of  equations, 
Horner's  method  and  Sturm's  theorem. 

The  following  subjects  will  be  taken  up  when  time  permits : 
Compound  interest  and  annuities,  probability,  summation  of 
series,  Carden's  solution  of  the  cubic,  general  solution  of  the 
biquadratic,  and  the  theory  of  equations. 

FOURTH  Y^AR. 

Ashton's  Analytic  Geometry.  The  topics  treated  are  the 
point,  the  locus  of  an  equation,  the  equation  of  a  locus,  the 
straight  line,  transformation  of  co-ordinates,  and  the  circle. 
The  plotting  of  curves  and  problems  in  loci  receive  special 
attention. 


Natural  and  Physical  Science. 

FIRST  YEAR. 

(a)   Davis'  Physical  Geography.     Special  attention  given  to 
the  interpretation  of  the  region  about  Baltimore  as  furnishing 
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typical  areas.  Individual  observation  in  the  field  is  encour- 
aged ;  and  in  this  connection  free  use  is  made  of  the  topograph- 
ical maps  of  the  United  States  Geographical  Survey.  Several 
excursions  are  made  to  nearby  points.  The  daily  weather  map 
is  studied ;  observations  of  temperature,  wind  direction  and  pre- 
cipitation are  made ;  and  monthly  summaries  are  prepared  and 
sent  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  furnished  by  the 
Weather  Bureau.  Abundant  class-room  illustrations  are  pro- 
vided in  the  form  of  charts,  diagrams  and  lantern  slides. 

(b)  Bergen's  Foundations  of  Botany.  Plant  structure  and 
plant  relations  are  studied,  with  the  emphasis  laid,  as  far  as 
practicable,  on  the  side  of  plant  relations.  Individual  field  work 
with  reports  thereon  are  encouraged.  Numerous  small  parties 
are  taken  into  the  fields.  The  laboratory  work  is  mostly  de- 
voted to  plant  structure,  along  the  lines  recommended  by  the 
Committee  of  Ten,  and  to  it  is  given  one-half  the  time.  Careful 
notes  and  neat  drawings  are  insisted  on.  Abundant  class-room 
illustration  is  provided. 

SECOND  YEAR. 

Needham's  Lessons  in  Zoology,  and  Jordan's  Animal  Life. 
The  time  devoted  to  zoology  is  equally  divided  between  the 
class-room  and  the  laboratory.  (In  this,  as  well  as  in  other 
scientific  subjects,  students  are  encouraged  to  give  to  extra 
laboratory  work  such  of  their  study  periods  as  may  be  spared.) 

THIRD  YEAR. 

(a)  Physics. — Hoadley's  text. 

(b)  Chemistry. — Remsen's  Briefer  Course. 

Students  may  pursue  one  or  both  of  the  courses,  (a)  and 
(b) ,  as  they  elect.  The  course  in  physics  is  arranged  largely  in 
accordance  with  the  recommendations  of  the  Committee  of  Ten, 
and  is  intended  to  meet  the  ordinary  college  entrance  require- 
ments. There  is,  throughout  the7  year,  a  weekly  lecture  illus- 
trated by  historical  and  typical  experiments,  in  which  a  general 
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view  of  the  whole  subject  is  presented.  Quizzes  or  recitations- 
on  the  subject  matter  of  the  lecture  occupy  one  and  sometimes 
two  periods.  The  remaining  time  is  given  to  laboratory  prac- 
tice. All  laboratory  work  is  quantitative.  Carefully  kept  note 
books  are  insisted  on. 

The  course  in  chemistry  includes  lectures,  recitations,  labo- 
ratory work  and  frequent  examinations.  Every  facility  is 
offered  to  perform  such  experiments  in  the  text  as  are  intended 
for  student  practice.     Close  attention  is  also  given  to  problems. 

FOURTH  YEAR. 

(a)  Chemistry. — Remsen's  Organic. 

(b)  Physics.— Millikan  &  Gale's  Text  and  Ames  &  Bliss' 
Manual. 

The  work  in  chemistry,  like  that  of  the  preceding  year,  in- 
cludes lectures,  recitations,  laboratory  practice  and  frequent 
examinations. 

This  year's  course  in  physics  is  intended  to  meet  the  "ad- 
vanced requirements"  of  colleges,  and  is  open  only  to  those 
students  who  have  completed  the  course  of  the  third  year. 
Here  a  fuller  presentation  of  the  subject  is  made;  and  the 
laboratory  exercises  require  greater  skill  and  precision.  At 
least  two  of  the  four  periods  are  spent  in  the  laboratory. 


History  and  Political  Science. 

An  effort  is  made  to  give  students  a  thorough  fundamental 
training  in  the  course  of  history,  political  economy  and  Ameri- 
can civics,  thus  preparing  the  way  for  advanced  work  along  the 
line  indicated.  Topics  of  an  interesting  character  are  assigned 
for  essays  to  different  members  of  the  classes.  These  are  read 
and  discussed  in  the  class-rooms.  In  this  way  research  work 
is  stimulated,  and  much  collateral  reading  is  done.  Text- 
books are  used  as  follows  : 
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FIRST  YEAR. 

Myers'  The  Eastern  Nations  and  Greece,  and  Morey's  His- 
tory of  Rome. 

SECOND  YEAR. 

Robinson's  History  of  Western  Enrope. 

THIRD  YEAR. 

Larned's  History  of  England. 

FOURTH  YEAR. 

Adams  &  Trent's  History  of  the  United  States ;  Bullock's 
Economics ;  Willoughby's  Rights  and  Duties  of  American 
Citizenship. 

Commerce. 

The  Commercial  course  is  begun  in  the  second  year  of  the 
school. 

FIRST  YEAR. 

Sadler  &  Rowe's  Budget  System  of  Book-keeping  and  Essen- 
tials of  Business  Arithmetic ;  banking  and  business  practice ; 
commercial  geography ;  training  in  business  penmanship. 

SECOND  year. 

Sadler  &  Rowe's  Voucher  System  of  Book-keeping;  bank- 
ing and  business  practice ;  Webster's  History  of  Commerce. 

Phonography  is  taught  twice  a  week  in  this  year. 

Theory — First  Term. — Alphabet,  word  and  sentence  build- 
ing ;  use  of  circles,  loops  and  semicircles ;  tick  and  dot  H,  and 
double  consonants  (initial  hooks). 

Second  Term. — Use  of  final  hooks ;  halving  principle ;  doub- 
ling principle ;  prefixes  and  affixes ;  drill  on  word  and  phrase 
signs ;  elementary  practice  work. 

Text.  "Pitman  Phonography,"  by  Park  Schoch.  The  so- 
called  reporting  style  is  taught  from  the  start ;  and  care  is  taken 
that  the  student  shall  have  to  unlearn  nothing  that  has  already 
been  learned. 
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THIRD  YEAR. 

Phonography  is  continued  as  follows : 

Practice. — The  practice  during  this  year  is  on  graded  exer- 
cises, starting  with  simple  business  correspondence,  and  leading 
up  to  special  and  technical  lines.  Accuracy  is  the  great  aim 
that  is  constantly  kept  before  the  pupil;  and  the  work  is  so 
graded  that  speed  is  acquired  almost  unconsciously.  Consider- 
able attention  is  given  to  the  accurate  reading  back  of  notes. 

Typewriting  is  taught  after  the  following  scheme : 

First  Term. — Fingering  exercises,  copying  from  manuscript, 
both  plain  and  corrected;  mechanism  and  care  of  machine; 
insertion  of  omissions  and  corrections. 

Second  Term. — Copying  from  shorthand  notes ;  writing  legal 
forms;  manifolding;  billing;  tabulating;  mimeographing  and 
other  duplicating. 

The  text-book  used  for  the  first  term's  work  is  Fuller's 
"Touch  Writer."     The  system  is  essentially  the  touch  system. 

In  connection  with  this  work  the  student  is  taught  the  use 
of  the  letter  press  and  the  letter  file,  also  card  indexing — the 
most  popular  methods  of  handling  correspondence  being  illus- 
trated. 

Commercial  law  and  political  economy  are  also  offered  for 

study  in  the  third  year  of  this  course. 

Note.— Students  will  supplement  the  purely  business  topics  indicated 
in  the  commercial  course  by  subjects  from  other  groups. 


Drawing. 

FIRST  YEAR. 

Drawing  in  outline  from  geometric  solids ;  also  from  artistic 
ornaments  and  models,  as  well  as  from  common  objects;  ele- 
mentary designs  and  simple  projections. 

SECOND  YEAR. 

Drawing  from  groups  of  geometric  solids ;  from  still-life 
groups ;  from  models  and  historic  ornaments ;  orthographic 
projections  and  elementary  perspective. 
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THIRD  YEAR. 

(a)  Advanced  freehand  drawing  from  models  and  casts; 
advanced  orthographic  projections;  instrumental  perspective; 
elementary  projections  of  shadows. 

(b)  Sections  and  intersections  of  solids;  development  of 
surfaces ;  conic  sections ;  sketches  and  drawings  from  details 
of  machines. 

.      FOURTH  YEAR. 

(a)  Angular  perspective  applied  to  architecture;  projection 
of  shadows ;  drawing  in  charcoal ;  pen  and  ink  sketching. 

(b)  Construction  of  screw-threads;  belt  and  booth  gearing; 

elements  of  mechanical  motions ;  freehand  sketching. 

Note. — Students  of  the  third  and  fourth  years  may  pursue  either  of 
courses,  (a)  and  (b),  as  they  prefer. 


Physical  Training. 

FIRST  YEAR. 

Light  apparatus ;  stretching  and  flexing  movements ;  correct- 
ing defective  position  of  head  and  shoulders;  developing  erect 
carriage  and  grace  of  body. 

SECOND  YEAR. 

Light  apparatus;  climbing  and  jumping;  chest  and  spinal 
movements ;  developing  chest  and  legs ;  cultivating  presence  of 
mind. 

THIRD  YEAR. 

Light  and  heavy  apparatus ;  chest  weights ;  developing  the 
body  equally,  and  correcting  all  weak  parts. 

FOURTH   YEAR. 

Chest  weights ;  climbing  ropes  and  poles ;  parallel  bars ;  hori- 
zontal bars ;  swinging  rings ;  vaulting  bar ;  vaulting  horse ; 
high  and  broad  jumping;  general  body  building. 

Note. — As  soon  as  a  student  takes  up  physical  training,  he  is  examined 
and  measured  according  to  the  principles  of  anthropometry ;  and  suitable 
exercises  are  prescribed. 
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TERMS  OF  ADMISSION. 


Boys  who  have  satisfactorily  completed  the  work  of  the 
eighth  grammar  grade  are  admitted  to  the  College  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  group  principals  and  the  approval  of 
the  Superintendent.  Boys  who  are  not  pupils  of  the  public 
schools  may  be  admitted  after  passing  a  satisfactory  examina- 
tion in  the  studies  pursued  in  said  eighth  grade. 

A  special  examination  for  admission  is  held  at  the  College 
every  year,  shortly  after  the  opening  in  September,  to  accom- 
modate candidates  who  have  not  attended  the  public  schools 
of  Baltimore. 

For  the  information  of  persons  not  familiar  with  the  work 
of  the  eighth  public  school  grade,  it  is  stated  that  the  examina- 
tion above  indicated  embraces  spelling,  reading,  writing,  gram- 
mar, composition,  arithmetic,  algebra  up  to  and  including  sim- 
ple equations,  involving  one  unknown  quantity,  concrete  geome- 
try, geography,  history  of  the  United  States,  physiology  and 
elementary  physics. 
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NON-RESIDENT  STUDENTS. 


Students  whose  parents  or  guardians  are  not  bona  fide  resi- 
dents of  Baltimore  must  pay  $62.00  per  annum  for  tuition  and 
use  of  books.  This  sum  is  payable  quarterly,  invariably  in 
advance,  at  the  office  of  the  Comptroller  of  Baltimore,  in  the 
City  Hall. 

Non-resident  applicants  for  admission  must  pass  the  required 
examination,  and  then  present  a  certificate  of  vaccination  and 
a  receipt  showing  the  payment  of  the  tuition  fee  for  the  current 
quarter.  If  the  parent  or  guardian  of  any  non-resident  is  a 
taxpayer  in  the  city,  a  receipted  tax  bill  for  the  year  in  question 
should  be  presented  at  the  office  of  the  Board  of  School  Com- 
missioners, that  the  proper  deduction  may  be  made  from  the 
tuition  bill. 
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PRIVILEGE  OF  GRADUATES. 


Matriculation  at  Johns  Hopkins  University. — Gradu- 
ates, on  the  recommendation  of  the  College  Faculty,  are 
permitted  to  matriculate  without  examination  at  the 
Johns  Hopkins  University. 

Acceptance  of  Certificates. — Certificates  of  work  done 
at  the  City  College  are  accepted,  in  lieu  of  examinations, 
at  Cornell  University,  George  Washington  University 
and  other  institutions  of  learning. 


SCHOLARSHIPS. 

1.  In  the  spring  of  1900,  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Lehigh 

University  authorized  the  annual  award  of  a  scholarship, 
in  the  classical  course  of  its  collegiate  department,  to 
that  student  of  Baltimore  City  College  who  may  be 
recommended  by  the  Faculty  as  most  worthy  of  the 
honor. 

2.  In  June,  190 1,  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  George  Wash- 

ington University  at  Washington,  D.  C,  authorized  the 
annual  award  of  a  scholarship  in  the  George  Washing- 
ton College  to  that  student  of  the  Baltimore  City  College 
who  may  be  recommended  by  the  Faculty  as  the  most 
deserving  applicant. 

3.  In  February,  1906,  Washington  and  Lee  University  offered 

a  scholarship  to  this  school. 

4.  In  January,  1906,  the  Baltimore  Business  College  offered 

two  annual  scholarships  to  members  of  the  graduating 
class  of  the  City  College. 

The  conditions  prescribed  for  the  award  and  tenure 
of  the  above  scholarships  may  be  learned  by  applying 
to  the  Principal  of  the  City  College. 
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PRIZES. 

I.  Peabody  Prizes. — Mr.  George  Peabody,  in  his  letter  to 
the  "Trustees  for  the  establishment  of  an  Institute  in 
the  City  of  Baltimore,"  expresed  his  desire  that  the  said 
Trustees,  "in  order  to  encourage  and  reward  merit," 
shall  distribute  five  hundred  dollars  every  year  in  money 
prizes  of  sums  not  less  than  fifty  dollars  nor  more  than 
one  hundred  dollars  for  each  prize,  to  those  graduates 
of  "the  public  male  high  school  now  existing  or  which 
may  hereafter  be  established,"  who  shall  "be  judged 
most  worthy,  from  their  fidelity  to  their  studies,  their 
attainments,  their  moral  deportment,  their  personal 
habits  of  cleanliness  and  propriety  of  manners." 

By  arrangement  between  the  Trustees  of  the  Peabody 
Institute  and  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Public 
Schools,  the  annuity  donated  by  Mr.  Peabody  is  divided 
into  three  prizes  of  one  hundred  dollars  each  and  four 
of  fifty  dollars  each.  These  sums  are  distributed  yearly, 
in  the  order  of  merit,  to  the  seven  young  men  standing 
highest  among  the  graduates,  who  have  complied  with 
the  following  conditions  of  competition,  viz :  All  the 
work  offered  for  graduation  shall  have  been  done  in  the 
public  schools  of  Baltimore  and  completed  in  not  more 
than  four  years ;  and  at  least  thirty-six  of  a  candidate's 
credits  shall  have  been  obtained  by  the  pursuit  of  courses 
in  subjects  set  for  the  fourth  year. 
II.  The  Frederick  Raine  Prize. — Colonel  Frederick  Raine, 
whose  death  occurred  early  in  1893,  left  by  will  to  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  a  bequest  of  $200, 
with  the  condition  that  this  sum  should  be  invested,  and 
the  income  from  the  investment  be  annually  applied  to 
the  purchase  of  a  gold  medal,  to  be  awarded  to  that 
graduate  of  Baltimore  City  College  whose  record  is 
highest  in  the  work  of  the  German  department. 
III.  Prizes  Open  to  Members  oe  the  College  Societies. — 
These  prizes  are  described  on  pages  51  and  52. 
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THE 
LIBRARY  OF  BALTIMORE  CITY  COLLEGE. 


Students  of  the  College  have  access  to  the  books  in  this 
library,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Librarian,  Miss  Alice  W. 
Reins.  On  its  shelves  are  more  than  eight  thousand  volumes 
of  reference  and  high-class  literature. 

During  study  periods  students  may  obtain  permission  to  use 
the  library  for  the  purpose  of  reading  and  investigating  topics 
related  to  the  regular  work  of  the  several  departments.  The 
members  of  the  graduating  class  may  borrow  books  for  a 
definite  period.  Other  students,  in  special  cases,  may  also  be 
accorded  the  borrowing  privilege.
